Enclosed is a copy of a letter received from Indian 
Superintendent J.A. Davis of the Meadow Lake Agency in connection 
with two Indian girls at the Beauval Indian Residential School 
who have passed the age of sixteen but for whom authority is 
requested for continuing on the roll as grant-earning pupils. 


With regard to pupil 0290, Bella Smallboy, the only 
reason for wishing to keep her at the school is that she is des- 
titute and the Reverend Principal would like to keep her in the 
school until she marries. I do not recommend this as it is inde- 
finite and whether she remains in the school till she is seventeen 
years of age or longer she wili still be in the same position when 
discharged from the school. 


With regard to pupil 0316, Rosalie Heneault, apparently 
this girl is unusually bright and might be considered for further 
education, I would therefore recommend that if her parents are willing 
she continue for at least another year on trial, with a view to con- 
tinuing on thro y 
to justify.

With reference to Department letter of June 9th, in 
connection with Mr. &. Schieff of Brochet, Manitoba, transporting 
Indian school pupils in an unlicensed aircraft. 


In telephone conversation with Mr. Jones of Prince 
Albert, he informed me that this offence occurred in connection 
with the Reverend Father recruiting and transporting Indian pupils 
to the school at the commencement of the term. 


It is quite possible thet Mr. Schieff's aircraft 
was used by more than one school Principal. I do not think there 
will be any reoccurrence, as I have issued instructions to all 
Indian Superintendents that they will impress it upon the Reverend 
Father, in charge of the schools, that Indian pupils must not be 
conveyed in any aircraft unless both the plane and the pilot are 
licensed by the Air Transport Soard.

I had thie young lad out to the Beauval School last 
winter up to the end of the echool term and owing to poor 
direction of this lad from Beauval School he was brought 
back to here in error when he was slated to go to either 
Brochet or to Sturgeon Landing where he was to attend 
gechool on the commencement of the fall term of thie year. 
And go it ie that he ise etill here and being very much of 
a problem to this agency. 


In a very recent letter from Reverena Father 
F.X. Gagnon Principal, Beauval School, Beauval, Sask., 
he hae stated that this boy has a step-father living 
near Brochet and that the etep-father wishes to have 
the boy, but the meane of getting him to Brochet is a 
problem, unless we try to obtain authority from the 
Superintendent of Education, Indian Affaire Branch to 
have him flown out to Brochet. This is the only means, 
age I had to go through this orocedure to get him into 
Beauval. 
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It would be very much appreciated if you would

Reference your telegram of September 4®, 1952 regarding the 
admission of children from the Meadow Lake and Waterhen Lake Reserves 
to the Beauval Indian Residertial School, I wish to state that I 
advised Father Landry that he could take children from the Waterhen 
Lake Reserve this year wut hot from the Meadow Lake Reserve, further 
that in view of the erection of a day scliool at Waterhen Lake Reserve 
that he would not be able to admit children from that Reserve next 
year after the school opens. 


I issued these instructions to the Principal on the basis of 
a letter written to him by Mr. JeA- Davis, formerly Superintendent of 
this Agency, copies of which were forwarded to the Indian Affairs 
Branch, Ottawa, and Mr. Ostrander, Regional Supervisor, Regina. This 
letter was written on August 12, 1952, File #951-171/25-1, and as no 
comments had been received in this office on the statements made in 
the letter I assumed that this summed up the Department 's policy on 
this matter.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s

Per Department letter No. 132-1-23, May 10th 
epidemic and serious loss of children at the Beauval ; ol, 
with request that this be taken up during my visit up there, 
I beg to report as follows: 


While North, I had both Rev. Father Bleau and Dr. Lavoie 
on the whole circuit with me, and the matter of health and care 
of children was taken up and discussed there from all angles. I 
am attaching in duplicate a report on this, written by the Rev. 
Father Bleau, explaining the action taken during the epidemic and 
precautions for the future, which has been signed by all three of 
use I believe this pretty well covers the situation. 


It will be noted that the general impression is that 
some of the contagion was contracted through outsiders at Church 
services, so thet arrangements are now being made to have 4 sep- 
arate Church, and people from the settlement across the river will 
not again be in direct contact with the children of the school. 
However, as the epidemic was apparently general, and would most 
probably have hit the school in any case, it is hard to say whether 
the contasts in church are actually to blame. In any case, the nec- 
essary precautions are being taken. 


It will also be noted that a request is made for a dental 
and Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat clinic, and I can assure the Depart- 
ment that this is very necessary as there are several bright and 
otherwise healthychildren who are in serious need of eye attention. 
If it is not possible to send in a clinic after reopening of school 
some of these children should be brought out for attention as there 
are at least two girls that are in danger now of losing their eye- 
Sight for need of this attention. 


In conclusion, I might say that the care of the children 
at the Beauval School is exceptionally good, and any loss or sick- 
ness is most certainly not through the neglect or carelessness of 
any of the staff.

In accordance with the inquiry received 
from the Department of Indian Affairé, the undersigned have 
the following report to make of the epidemic which occurred 
at the Indian Residential School at Beauval, Sask., during 
the months of February and March last, and which resulted in 
the serious illness of almost all of the pupils, and the 
subsequent death of fourteen. 


There is good accomodation at the school 
for occasional sickness among the children, and supplies of 
medicine were sufficient for their care in the emergency. 

The epidemic started with influenza about February 10th; it 
was general among the children, but not serious. They were 
rapidly recovering from this sickness (at that time it was 
general all over Canada in a fairly severe form) when a few 
Gases Of measles appeared among them, and rapidly spread until 
all were infected. Influenza in some of the children had 
developed into pneumonia. Many had weakened constitutions due 
to the prevalence among the Indians of tubercular diseases, 
sors throats, and diseases of the eyes, teeth and skin. The 
medical authorities noted that most deaths occurred among 
persons weakened by such ailments, which are egreed to have a 
debilitating effect upon the system. 


Four different sick-rooms were in use, for 
children in various stages of sickness. A supplementary 
staff was used in the school to do routine work, leaving the 
Sisters free to act as nurses. Doctor Lavoie was called five 
times, and his inetructions carefully followed. A trained 
nurse was in charge of the sickrooms, and a staff of fourteen 
persons gave all their time to the care of the sick. Mr. 
MacDonald, of the Battleford district of the Department, was 
in continual touch with the situation, and gave his full 
approval and close attention to all measures taken. Under 
Dr. Lavoie's direction, and supervised by the principal of 
the school, everything possible wae done for the children. 


There is no way of knowing just how the 
epidemic started. It is possible that it was communicated 
through, or its virulence increased by, the presence of people 
from the village at religious services at the Mission church. 
There is no church in the village, and the presence of these 
people at services must carry a continual er of infection 
to the children, when an epidemic is prevalent. They will 
build a church this sumer, with the co-operation of the 
prineipal of the school. 
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The Indians have many sengens tel weak- 
nesses! tuberculosis, throat diseases, teeth, eye 
troubles, and others. They generally are quickly infected 
by, and often succumb to, whatever infectious diseases 
they contract, because of weakened constitutions. It would 
seem that it is necessary to increase the health of the 
natives generally, as well as of the school children. Al- 
though the Department is not obligated to do so, no doubt 
if there were greater co-operation with the doctor at Isle 
& le Grosse, and if more medicines and equipment were placed 
at his @isposal, much could be done in this direction. It 
would be advisable to send a specialist to the sehool every 
autumn to prescribe for diseases of the eyes, nose, throat, 
teeth and skin among the children. As fer tuberculosis, the 
Department has taken care of this, and at the sehool the 
medicines supplied by the Department are given to the 
ehilaren, particularly those intended to build up their 
resistance; and a general good health regimen is insisted 


upon. 


From thie general description of the 
epidemio of influenza, pneumonia and measies, and suggestions 
as to the prevention of future ones, it is evident that 
everything possible was done for the sick, and that their 
inherent physical condition made them easy victime of these 
three serious diseases which successively afflicted them.

On the second of July, at about sleven o'clock A.M, I Frangois Xavier 
Gagnon, %.M.1. principal of the Indian Residential School ot Beauval 
Sask,, driving the school truck on my way back from the Besuval villag@, 
had with me in the cab two kids and Mr, 3.4.Brown riding in the box 
with a couple kids. 


After T hed p seed the gate at th chool yard, coming uf the hill, I 
saw Jacquot Piche running down towards the #ee# right side of the trucke 
At the time IT was driving on low, at about 8 miles per hour.When I passed 
him, he was about 25 feet from the truck and then lost sight of him;the 
road turning to the left about 45 degrees. then changed gear on the 

top of the hill, glowed down a little bit and thewpicked up a little 
speed, about ten tr iles per hour.Ae the boy wae coming towards the right 
eide of the truck, at the speed T was going, T thought he was trying to 
follow or run efter phe truck behind.So I did not pay any more attention 
to him. 


At the sawe time, the older kid in the cab said in Cree to Jacquot: 

" Come on and step on the running board of the truck”. I answered right 

away: " Don't do that". Almost i antly the truck passed through a lite 

tle hole and jumped up a little, end almost immediately, I felt like the 

right hind wheel of the truck had psesed over stone. As know there 
no stone there, + stop right away, jumped off the truck and ran 

the back to see what it wae. Then T gaw the boy just getting up, 1 

up hie arme towards me. Rig ht ew { had the impreesion that 

pagsed under the wheel and while getting up ' could not preventtelling 

him: " Keep y from the truck while running.” and at the sam time 

T took him in my arms to the infirmary at the school.

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Statement of Bertrand G.Brown. 


I Bertrand Gavin Brown of Beauval states a8 follows: 
On July the second about 10,50 a.m, 1 went with Father Gagnon of the Beauval 
Indian Residential School from the Beauval Village £B/PHE in the schoolttruck 
to the Indian School situated about two milegnorth of the Village. Father 
Gagnon was driving the truck. He had two children with him in the cade 
Tt was riding in the box, standing at the front, leaning on the top of the cab. 
Ae the truck came through the school gate and started up the small hillclose 
to the echool yard, T noticed one of the boys belonging to the school come 
running down towards the right side of the truck, IT thought he was going to 
try to step on the running board of the truck, but he drew back as he got 
closer to the truck. In doing so the front part of the truck went past the 
point where the boy was standing. 1 was standing in the front of the box 
looking towards the front. ! did not see him after that and [ thought that 
the truck had passed him by, At that moment the truck suddenly stopped, and 
I turned around and saw the little boy standing at the rear end of the truck. 
He loked ae if he had been hit by the truck as it went by. I saw Father 
Gagnon get out of the cab immediately and rush to the boy, and the little boy 
stepped towards Father Gagnon and the father held him close.Then the boy col- 
lapsed and Father carried him to the school, 


I have often driven with Feather Gagnon in the truck and I have always 
@ound him a careful driver, I have never noticed the children 66 the achoo)] 
running after the truck, so due to this reason [ did not expect the deceased 
poy to try to get on. At the time of the accident the truck wae travelling 
about ton miles per hour.

T Sister Francis Catherine “ucker states as follows: 
Tam in charge of the dairy at the Indian School at Beauval, About 10,30 
a.m, on July the second I was upstairs in @ room of the second floor, I 
was alone, T sav the Mission truck coming the yard towards the priests 
house. It was about half way from the gate to the Father#* house. I saw & 
man standing in the front of the box, and two little boys who from my po~- 
sition looked also to be in the box towards the rear end.Both geemed to be 
on the left side of the box about helf way. 1 saw one of the boys lying 
on the ground just behind the truck, 1 could see the right side of the truck 
only.The truck stor ped a very short distance ahead and the other boy jumped 
down, and he ran towards his companion who wae still lying on the ground. 
I saw Father Gagnon going towards the boy. As the Father was close to him, the 
boy seemed to stand on his feet, and 4+ saw the *ather gatheréme him in hig 
arme , ond he carried him to the school.Not thinking that the accident wes 
serious, I continued my work. Shortly afterward Sister St. Adelin came and 
told me that the boy was dead. It wac not until the boy had died that i knew 
who he was.This happened about 200 yards from the school. At the time of the 
accident the truck was driving quite slow. did not know who was driving at 
the time, I saw often Father Gagnon driving and he is very careful about the 
safety of the people who are around,! know that he always make sure that 
none of the kids are around when he drives or back up, and telis them to keep 
awaye

I Marie “ose Couillonneur states a 8 follows: 
I work in the kitchen of the Beauval Indian Schools About ten o'clock July 
the second I went up to the sowing room on the second floor. T heard the 
truck coming. 1 went to the window at the end of the corridor. The truck 
was coming in the yard and going towarde the Fathers’ house eI saw one man 
in the back and two children, The children were standing to the back of the 
truck, i saw a boy running about half way from the gate to the Fathers’ house 
towards the truck. He was Hermag Piche a boy about eight yeare old running 
to the right eide of the truck. He got hold of the side of the box on the 
right side , and suddenly I saw him falling down and the right rear wheel 
passed over him.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
No. 132-1-23 of the 27th ultimo regerding the unsatisfactory 
registration of Vitel Statistics eat Ile a la Crosse. 


Some time before your letter reached this office 
I received a Police Report on this and immediately telephoned the 
Registrar General here, and as I was going through Battleford I advised 
him I would talk over the matter with Agent Ostrander, which I did. 
Upon my return I again got in touch with the Registrar General's office 
and arranged for a meeting with him today. I have just returned from 
that meeting. 


Upon investigation of this case I found that in 
1936 Mr. MacDonald, then Agent, wrote to the Registrar General's office 
suggesting that five different Priests in the orth country be eppointed 
as registrars for Treaty No. 10, and since that time this has been 
carried out in a haphazard way. In fact this method has been found very 
unsatisfactory and my recommendation to the Registrer General was that 
the registration for Treaty No. 10 be left entirely in the hands of the 
Indian Agent, and Mr. Ostrander has agreed to this, that is when he 
pays Treaty he will attend to the registration of the different bands 
in that part of his agency. In my opinion this is the only way that 
it can be done satisfactorily, and I am now writing to Agent Ostrander 
to bring it about. 


Regarding the registration of Hermas Piche, the 
Treaty Indian Juvenile who wes killed in @ truck accident last 
Summer at Beauval, I am instructing Agent Ostrander to register him 
accordingly. 


While I was at the Registrar General's office I 
learned that some of our Agents are sending in the certificates registering 
births and deaths in a very sloppy manner, and if they only knew it 
there is no use sending these in to the Registrar General unless they 
are completed. In very many cases I was told they are not completed 
and it is necessary to write two or three times in order to get the required 
information. I shall endeavour to see that these reports are filled out

Tl have the honour to inform you that 
the Rev, Father Campeau has requested me 
to write you in support of his application, 
which T understand he has made direct to 
you, for the establishment of a Roman 
Catholic Boarding School on Cowéesess 
Reserve to be built ir the valley near 
to the end of Crooked Lake. 

T must state that T am greatly in 
favour of good boarding schools on the 
Reserves for the following reasons;- 

That they are able to take younger children, 
that they are more homelike,that a closer 
and more family like supervision can be 
kept over the smaller number of pupils 

kept ;that the parents prefer the 

Schools on the Reserves to those at a 
distance and that they will make good 
feeders to the Industrial Schools to which 
the older pupils might be transferred to 
finish off their training.

This school has been put up by the Roman 


Catholics at a cost of over $15,000 and was opened 


two years ag@, The Department has contributed noth- 
ing nothing towards the building but in November *°99 
at the urgent request of the Premier the Deputy 
Minister authorized the payment of the usual per 
capita grant on a basis of twenty pupils for this 
school from the lst July of that year. This grmt 
has now been imecreased to provide for forty. In 
March 1900 Mr Miller of Moosemin wrote to Mr Douglas 
M.P. stating that the Presbyterian body was dise- 
satisfied with the action of the Government im agree- 
to pay a grant to the Roman Catholic church for the 
building of a missiom mm at the Round Lake reserve. 
This letter tm was not made official and is not om 
fyle but I have before me a memorandum I prepared 

on the 19th March of that year in reference to this 
protest,which is on fyle 117080 and turned out here- 
with. This protest refers to the building of a 
Roman Catholic m&ssion at Round Lake and mot to the 
establishment of a Ramanxfakwat#e school at Crocked 
Lake on Cowesses Reserve,both these places being in 


the Crooked Lakes Agency. 
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The Roman Catholic school was in operatian 
and recognized by the Department before this protest 
was received and the religious profession of the Indé= 
jans in the Crooked Lakes Agency would show that 
their claims to have a boarding school are evem 
greater than those of the Presbyterians. 

The Presbyterian boarding school at Round 
Lake has been established since 3884 and ham re~ 
ceived the per capita allowance since 3887. 

A grant for forty pupils is now provided 
for each of these schools and judging from Mr Ine 
spector MoGibbon"s report there is anple field for 
beth of them without clash of interests. 

The Presbyterians claim to have spent 
$7000 on their school building without any assist 
ance from the Government and if the Roman Catholics 
receive compemsation for their outlay,it is most 
likely that they will feel dissatisfied and make a 


similar claim.

With reference 
Indian Residential Schoolk\¢@ : 
of December 15th, last, I 4A the following observat- 
jons. In connection with \hege s letter, under the 
heading “Ac (church authorities' 
valuation) I wish to point out that unagr "Lands", 206 acres was 
purchased in 1908 from the Indian resekve at $15 per acre. The 
282.7 acre parcel was secured evidently ™“in the open market. 
This parcel is across the Qu'Appelle river, approximately a mile 
from the school. 


As far as buildings are concerned, the main building 
was completed in 1917. The Department provided a total of $1344 
capital expense (fiscal years 1907-10). With reference to 
chattels, (page 3, Father Guy's letter and Exhibit F.) farm 
implements $4,890 appears satisfactory. Under Shop Equipment, 
whiffletrees, irons, clevisses, chains, oils, bolts, screws, 
nails, iron, solder, etc., belting and stove pipes, a total of 
$292 should be subtracted from $1861, leaving $1569. The live 
stock inventory is satisfactory; but from the dairy, laundry 
and bakery shops should be deducted the refrigerator, which was 
built by the Department, flour, soap and lye, leather, tacks 
and thread, a total of $1680, leaving a balance of $891. In 
connection with furniture, the desks, Clocks, 12 sewing machines 
and kitchen outfit were supplied by the Department, and the 
trunks could not be allowed - a total deduction of $805, 
leaving $2967.70. The whole clothing item of $9442.70 should 
be struck out, as also should the chapel equipment of $924.

June accompanied by Agent Pugh. this school is under the 
auspices of the Homan vatholic church. ‘he Principal, the 
HevedsCarriere Oviiele is assisted in his work by six 
sisters, two of whom are teachers, a lay brother and a 
mechanic. 
Building. fhe main building is brick with a 
basement and three stories. ‘the basement provides play- 
rooms, kitchen, dining room and laundry. uthe first flbor 
provides office, staff room and two bright classrooms. 
Whe second floor provides a sewing room infirmary and 
staff room, and the top floor provides dormitories. there 


is 
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Splendid separation between the boys' and girls’ dormitories 
Whe building is steam heated, and lighted with electricity 
and is well equipped, there is an abundant supply of good 
water available. 1 found the building serupulously oléan 
throughout. 

Attendance. Yhere are 82 pupils enrolled, all but four 
of whom were present. ‘hey were neatly dressed and pres- 
ented a clean and well nourished appearance. whey were 
dressed for the occasion and were very neatly clothed. 1 

had called at this school unexpectedly on the evening of 

the 19th and saw the children in their everyday clothing 
which 1 found clean and good. 


#oods 
Where is plenty of good wholesome food 


provided including all the milk the children desire. a 
large garden stipplies all their vegetable requirements and 
these form an important item of the children's diet. 

whe orop sown this year consists of 
65 acres of wheat, 43 acres oats, 30 acres barley and 
6 acres of garden stuff and potatoes. The grain and 
vegetable crops look fine and there is an excellent pros- 
pect for an abundant yield. 

®he cattle number over 50 head. ‘they 
were milking 15 cows. ‘the stock provides a large pro- 


portion of their meat Supply and butter. They keep 4 


large 
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flock of poultry and the produce from their farm and 
stock is an important factor in keeping down the expense 


of carrying on the work. 


In my opinion this school is being 
conducted in a satisfactory manner. the general appear~- 
ance and atmosphere of the institution shows that the 
Principal and his staff take a pride and interest in 
their duties.

For many years it has been the custom for the Indian —— 
of children attending the Cowessess Indian Residential School — 

to visit the school at any time but the more especially on Sinday 

and take their children from the school to their homes or camps 

and eat a meal with them, sometimes staying with them several hours .

While this proceedure has teen fairly satisfactory and has 
never led to a great deal of trouble I know it is not customary at 
moet residential schools and I do not approve of it. Pr. Carriere 
however was always loathe to change fearing meeting with the 11] will 
of the parents. 


Tr. Chatelaine , Acting Principal, spoke to me one day last 
week stating that he wished to make a rule that the children would 
not be permitted to visit in their own homes in the future during 
the regular school term except under special circumstances and asked 
my opinion of the matter. I informed him that I was quite in accord 
with the idea and that I was sure the Department would concur. Weterday 
being the first Sunday since thie decision was made Fr. Chatelaine 
informed the Indians of his intentions which immediately roused their ire . 


foday a number of Indians visited my office to meet Fr. Chatelaine 
in my presence to go into the matter more fully. I discussed the matter 
thoroughly with them giving reasons why I considered Fr. Chatelaine 
quite correct in trying to enforce this rule. Of thirteen parents present 
in my office 3 agreed with wakt Fr. Chatelaine had suggested and 10 were 
contrary. 


I do not know whether it is the wish of the Department to enforce q 
rule of this kind against the wishes of the parents tut I would like to see 
Fr. Chatelaine receive the utmost support and commendation in any effort 
he may make to improve the discipline of this school and this is only a 
firet step in the right direction. Many times in thé past the sisters at 
the school have informed me that allowing the children to go home for even 
short periods often gives them a creat deal of extra work with vermin, 


Sickness etc. and they were never in accerd with Fr. Carriere in the matter. 
I would be glad to receive the Department's instructions in the matter.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 2lst instant, with reference to the custom of 
allowing the pupils of the Cowessess Indian Residential 
Sehool to visit their parents occasionally. 


The Department regrets that this practice has 
provailed at the Cowessess Residential School. It is 
realized that it must cause considerable inconvenience 
to the staff and, also, disarrange the classroom work. 
At the sane time, when the Indians insist on it being 
continued, there may be aifficulty in wholly stopping 
it. 


Has the same practice prevailed at the Round 
Lake Indian Residential Sehool? Please make definite 
inquiries regarding this and advise the Department. 
If such practice has prevailed, it might be advisable 
for you to hold a meeting with the Principals of both 
sehools and consider what is the best action to take 
in future. The Department feels that the practice 
should be totally discontimed or, at least, only one 
day a woek, preferably Sunday, should be set aside for 
parents either to visit their children at the school or 
for the children to go home for a few hours.

I beg to acknowledge receint of your letter 
No. 1082-1 of the 28th ultimo in connection with the 
visiting of pupils of the Cowessess Indian Residential 
School during the school tem. 


With regard to your question regarding the 
children of the Round Lake Indian Residential School I would 
say that the system followed at this school regarding visiting, 
leaves nothing to te desired as the occasions of children 
spending part of the day at the homes of their parents during 
the regular school tem are very rare and rightly so. 


Reverend Fr. Chatelaine informe me that he 
enforced the rule at his school last Sunday, the 27th, and 
there was only mild protest from a few Indians, possibly 
because they knew that I had written the Department about 
the matter and was awaiting a reply. 


I think that if the Department make a definite 
ruling that the children must not vieit their homes during 
the regular term without special permission, mt permitting 
the parents to visit the school as arranged with the Reverend 
Principal, to see their children on the school grounds, there 
will be little further trouble.

I have before me a copy of Agent Pugh's letter 
of the 12th instant addressed to the Department, regarding a 
fire at the Cowesses R.C. Indian Residential School in 
December last. 


I may say 1 read in the paper that a fire had 
taken place at this institution, but have never had any report 
from the “rincipal of the school, which I think should have 
been sent here. Whether the building is the property of the 
Department or the Church it seems to me that a matter of this 
kind should be brought to the attention of the Department's 
officers in thé field at once. 


My reason for writing is that the Police 
Department have the boy, Jimmy Kesecoapew, apprehended, and 
on my instructions he is being examined as to his sanity, as 
it is thought that he might be mentally deficient, and after 
this examinatéon takes place it will be decided whether he 
should be sent to an asylum or a home for incorrigible boys. 
bo you not think that the Prinoipal made a serious mistake 
in letting this boy leave the school, when he knew the kind 
of lad he was. 


I am not writing to the Principal asking him to 
report the matter again, but I would request that the 


vepartment do so, as we mst keep in touch with what is going «

On the 26th January 1926 1 was on patred 
in company with Mr.J.u.Pugh,indian Agency, Urooked 
Lake@ Agency, and on telking to Father Carriere, athe 
Prineipal of the Roman Cathelie Indian Kesidential 
az Sehool at Crooked Lake, learned that a fire had 
—/oecured at the school on the morning of the 13t) sunt 
November 1925, under very suspicious cireume tances, and 
that damage to the extent of about $600.00 was done, 
before it wae put under control. It was thought by 
Father Carriere thet Jinmy Kesecoaper, a pupil of the 
echeéi, had started the fire. This yousgh who is sbout 
17 yeare of age, wan diccharged from the Sehool by 
Father Carriere, just before Christmas, on account of 
thieving, breaking out of sehool,could not be trusted 
and was setting @ very bad example to the ether ahild-e 
ren attending. ir. Pugh and myself interviewed some 
of the elder boys at the school,with a view of finding 
out who started the fire, The only thing we were 
able to get, was that the beys theught Jiomy had starte- 
od the fire, and thet on several cooasions he had broken 
out of echeel at night,an4d etolen same certain small 
rticles. j@ learned that Jimmy wae away from the 
leserve,Vieiting hie elatere on The Little Bones Ke- 
serve at Crescent Lake,Seuth of Yorrton,Gaek. so we 
ecided to await hie return to the Sakimay Heserve 
n interview him.

1 got a ean of Genk oi] or geaso- 
inkled it on the beard petition between ¢ e 
hop end the boiler room.I elinbed up on the 
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brieks atop of the boiler, and pushed some p 
in the oorner of the beards, and then set « 
to the paper. I waited to see if 14 had aot « @ 
start and after about 15 minutes returned te the 
4ormitery. A little amoke wae eoming into the dorm 
tery. Sanson was with me a2) the time. Ye were in 
stockinged feet. Gabriel Acaoese wee «ake and then 
the children were a1] filed out. We were avay about 
an hour from the dormitory. The reaton 1 set ligh¢ 
te the seheol wae on account of Brother Nevenald 
etrusk me on the nose and knocked ze over, becsuse I 
swore at him. Thie made me sore, Pather Carriere aleo 
strapped me and it abso made me sore. I made up my 
mind that on account of the whipings, that I weuld 
set fire te the Sehool.*

On learning the above, Mr.Pugh, the Inter- 
preter, Jinmy & myvelf proveeded to the K.C.Gehool 
at Crooked Lake, where I obtained the following state- 
from Sameon Pelletier,whe stated as follows :- 

“I am @ pupil of the Homan Catholic Resident- 
ial School at Crooked Lake. I am an Indian bey and am 
15 years of age. 1 know Jimmy Keseooapew, he used to 
be & pupil at the sehool. I remember the night of the 
fire it was before Christmas. I woke Jimmy up thie 
night on hie Sugeestion,abeut 2 o'clock. I came dewne 
Staire with Jimmy, he ware in stocking feet and 1 wae 
barefeet. We went down to the electric room. I wae with 
him al] th: time. He had a pail of something in his 
hand, and then peured some between the lathe & walle 
and then set light to it with a mateh. It had started 
to Diese, and after a few minutes we returned to the 
Germitory. There wae a little smoke in the beye dormi- 
tery when we got there. We wont to bed. I sav Jimmy 
wake up the boys. I think he aveke to Gnbricl Accoose, 
I have not spoken te anybody about the fire until to- 


day." (Signed) Samson Pelletier. 


I then obtained a statement from Fother 
Carriere as fellows :<- I am the Prineipal of the 
Homan Catholic Kesidential Sehool at Crooked Lake,Sask. 
About 3.34 pom. of the 13th November 1925 I wan neti- 
fied vy brother Vaford, that there wae a fire at the 
sehoecl.,. i went to the Gormitories, and in the boy's 
dormitory there was a little omoke. There wae no smoke 
in the muy girle dormitery, On my inetruetions the 
girls were get out of the building by the fire escape. 
the boys at this time were out. I then went te the 
eleotriesl shep where the fire was,where | umm saw some 
ef the staff and some of the elder boys, hauling water 
te put out the fire. All the fire extinquishere were 
used. Damage wae done to petitions,eeilings and eoue 
of the meghinery ete. to the amount ef about $600, 
\Fhe insurance was $525.00. ‘he fire wae very

Ae fire had heard esneene run across the roof of 

the leante, and en fooking around outeide,saw some 
person in the distance, but could not get near him. 
Thie guard wae arned anaxé% but he did not shoot at 
the object. in order to clear up this point to find 
who would be around et this time of night, I agein 
interviewed Jimmy Kesecoapew, and he stated that about 
a week after the fire he again came down and went 
eutside on the roof of the building, climbed on to 

the roof with some paper saturated with gasoline to 
stert a fire, but did not do same on account I had 
no matehes. The paper was thrown array. I also learned 
from Pather Carriere that the wood pile which at thet 
time was againet the end of the leanto had been either 
aprinkled with gasoline or coal oil, 1 then inter- 
vieved Joseph William, another pupil of the schodl 
who stated that Jimmy and he had broke out of the 
school one night, and wandered over the Reaserve and 
returned before the other boys had arose, On another 
aecasion they had gone down to eteal leggings from J, 
the cupboard. Mr.Pugh informe that Jimmy admite the 
theft of two sete of harness from indian farmers, one 
of which he cut up to make whips with. Thies boy's 
mother is a widow,and lives on the Sekimay Keserve, 
and a ret has no control over him. ile wanders 
from place to place, and gets a meal where he oan. 
Last fall he was brought back by Mr.Pugh & myself 
from Crescent Lake for running away from the School. 
It appeared to both myself and Mr.Pugh that this 

boy is dangerous to be at large, so ft detained him 
and brought him to Broadview, where he is now stiii 

in my charge. 

A® will be seen by the above thie is the 
third attempt te burn down thie School by this boy 
Jiomy Kesecoapew. In the second attempt it wae ver, 
lucky it was got under control, ae if it gone very 
quick, there is no doubt there would have been s0¥ 
loes of life. He was also very lucky that the 
did not shoot, aexa when he was around the build 
about a week after the fire. All t»e coors were 
ed and the only way he could have got out of th 
building wae by the fire enoape, and there is 
doubt this is the way he returned, 

The other boy Sam Pelletier had not 
whatever to do with the fire, outside of aco 
Jimmy. He has a very good reputation in 
ancd«ne He thought Jimmy wae on one of } 
escapades, and after he saw what Jimny 
seared he would he implicated,and 4 
body about herkad what he knew, Ir 
hima good lecture about this, whic 
a good effect.

I inspected this school on January 
27th, 1928. 

The different classrcoms are under the 
direetion of two sisters, Sister St.Pierre Chrvsologue 
and Sister St. Clement. The latter is a new member of 
the staff. She is in cherge of the girls’ classroom, 
and I believe good progress should be made under her 
instruction. She has a very pleasing manner and presents 

rious subjects in an attractive we 

Sister St.Pierre Chrysologue is in charge 
of the hoys' classroom and good progress is certainly being 
mace. I took particular notice of six small boys who only 


entered the sbhool in September and are now able to speak 


have 
English fairly well and /nade Splendid progress in writing. 


The work which these children have accomplished already 
is certainly a credit to any teacher. The children of 
both classrcoms were exceptionally neat in appearance, 
and the classrooms were spotless. 

The work which is carried on in the sewing 
room, laundry and kitchen is all exceptionally well done 
and apparently with little effor ither on the part of

The building throughout wee clean and tidy; 
the dormitories were all well aired, and the beds presented 
a well cared for appearance. 

Since my last inspection a new floor of 
cement has been laid in the horse barn. Uxcellent work was 
done in regard to this, and the barn is now in Al condition, 
with the exception of it now needing paint badly. A new 
machine shed was erected last year which has not yet been 
painted. 

A fairly large flock of poultry is kept at 
this institution, in spite of the fact that the chicken 
house now in use is an old log building, badly lighted, 
and in which one is unable te stand erect. A new building 
is certainly needed for the carrying on of this work. 

The pig pen is also a log building, very old in structure, 
and does not add to the appearance of the surrounding 
lay-out. 

When I last visited this school, 1 found 
one of the best gardens I had seen during the summer.. 

At this inspection, the Rev. Pather Carriere, the Principal, 
informed me that it was rather discouraging to grow a large 


Guantity of vegetables as no provision was made for a proper 


root cellar in which the vegetables might be kept during the 
Sed 


winter months. It seems to me that when such an effort is 
put forth by those in charge of the school to have a good 
garden and lots of vegetables for the children, a 
proper root cellar should be provided so that these 
vegetables may be stored. 
FIRE PROTSCTION. 

I went carefully into the question 
protection, and found everything in splendid order with the 
exception of the fire hose. These are all very old and, 


when the

when the water is turned on, considerable pressure is lost 
as the hose-leake very badly. I think it would be well 
to replace the hose. To do this, it will require four 
hose, each 50 ft. long. In addition to this, I would 
recommend that two extra lengths of 50 ft. be furnished, 
to be used as extensions. At present there are six large 
fire extinguishers arranged in various prominent places 
threughout the building, as well as twenty small Pyrene 
extinguishers. The fire escapes are all in splendid 
condition, and at the fire drill carried out, it could 
readily be seen that the children were well accustomed 

to the use of the fire escapes. 

At the present time about twelve cows are 
being milked for the use of the school children, and this 
number will be increased very shortly as there are & 
number of cows to freshen within the next month. 

The children are undoubtedly provided with 


eo 


plenty of wholesome food, and at the time f inspection, 
there was no sickness in the building. Before 1 left the 
Agency Dr. Craig vaccinated all the children for Small-pox 
and inoculated them against Diphtheria. The children all 
appeared quite happy and looked exceptionally well, and 

no complaints of any kind were received as regards this 
school. The management of the school is carried on under 


the direction of the Rev. Father Carriere, and 1 believe 


excellent work is being done.

The children were all neat, well dressed, 
and tidy, and the classrooms were well aired, bright and 
cheerful. 

The work in the various departments in the 
school is in charge of well qualified Sisters, and I found 
all the work to be well done. A cuantity of fancywork 
and sewing is being made ready for the Regina Exhibition, 
and will be a credit to the Department. 

Fire drill is observed and the children are 
familiar with the escapes. All equipment is in good 
repair. Another pressure tank is being installed, which 
will give a further supply of water in case of fire. 

The new boiler room is now completed and 
is perfectly satisfactory, affording wonderful protection 
against fire. 

A workshop is arranged for upstairs in the 
building covering the boiler room and root cellar. The 
boys are kept busy in this building during the cold stormy 
days of winter learning how to do wood work and to repair 


shoes and harness.

The Reverend Father has all the work 80 
arranged that the boys do not have a lot of idle time and 
yet I do not mean that amusements are not also provided. 
The boys are kept busy during working hours and are made 
to realize that they are at school for a purpose. 

A large number of cattle are stabled and 
at all times plenty of milk is available for the school. 
I found the barns and outbuildings to be 
clean and in good repair. 
The meals provided are wholesome, and there 
appeared to be plenty for all. The children were all well 
and one could not help but feel that they receive the 


best of care and attention.

The Reve Pather Carriere, O.M.I., is in charg 
as Principal, and is assisted by Rev. Pather Devarenne. He

has a competent engineer and farmer. The interior of the 


building is well looked after by 4 staff of qualified 
Sisters, two of whom act as teachers. These teachers have 
had many years experience and hold Model School diplomas. 
There are 72 pupils in attendance, 44 girls and 38 boys. 
These children presented a clean and well-nourished appear- 
ance. They have had practically no sickness in the school 
for some time. In addition to their classroom studies, the 
‘irls are taught sewing, kmitting, and the making f clothing, 
as other domestic work. Ti irls are taught how to 
make bread, and I may say that when visiting the homes on 
the Cowessess Reserve, from which this school largely 
recruits its pupilage, I found a number of the women, who 
ex-pupils of the school, making bread in preference to pannock, 
which is the customary manner of preparing the flour for food. 
I think I saw a larger proportion of bread makers amongst the 
housewives on this erve n ny > visited for some 
time.

’ and it was the duty of Father Carriere to keep tab on 
these matters and that he had always done it in the past 
and was doing it in thie connection in an official capacity 
for the purpose of the Department. 


Following my interview with Father Carriere and Commissioner 
Graham, I have endeavoured to get in touch with some of the 
workmen to ascertain what further information could be had 
there and especially to see on what basis they were paid by 
Tapping. The only one I was able to get in touch with is 
one Albert Welsh but I find that he was paid on the basis 
of $20.00 a week and no on hour basis and quite likely this 
applies to the other workmen. 


In the account rendered by Tappin there are many days when 
he has charged for eleven hours per man, and the workman 
Mr. Welsh, whom I interviewed, states that at no time during 
the two weeks he was there ,did any man put in eleven hours, 
but the most, at any time, was 10 hours a day. 


I am satisfied that we can establish that Tappin has been 
overpaid but there is some doubt whether the money could 

be recovered once 4 ae ar was obtained. Tappin is 
financially considered to be of no value and I think this 

ie strictly correct. Commissioner Graham and Father Carriere 
are not overanxious to press the matter in view of the 
difficulty of recovering, and I think I should present it 

to you and leave it to your department to advise as to 
whether you propose to have the matter proceeded with. 


IT am satisfied that the evidence ig available to show that 
fappink has been overpaid and if the action is to be con- 
tinued, I think your suggestion is the correct one, namely 
to first examine Tappin for discovery and pin him down to 
his figures.

In further reply to your letter of the 10th of December 
last, I wish to advise that I have delayed further in 
this matter in an effort to obtain an interview with 
Father Carriere, the man who claims to have the evidence 
in connection with the overcharge in this respect. 


Yesterday I had the opportunity of interviswing Father 
Carriere together with Commissioner Graham. 


You will recall in this connection that Tappin put in 

an account claiming for 1,095 hours of painting at 

80¢ per hour, whereas according to information received 
by the Department here ,the actual time put in was 879 1/4 
hours, making an overcharge for 215 3/4 hours. It is 
claimed that 132 3/4 hours is represented by actual 
overtime charge, or in other words time charged and paid 
for, which was never put on the job and an additional 

83 hours representing time expended in doing work for 
Father Carriere which he paid for and which is included 
in the same period of time for which the Department has 
paid as well, 


Father Carriere, who was at the school during all the 

time the painting was being done, kept an entry of the 
hours wor ach day put in by each man on the job, ex- 
cepting one man who was Father Carriere's brother and 

is now deceased. 


Pather Carriere has the book, with the entries made each 
day as the work was done and I have examined him care- 
fully in every particular as to the making of these 
entries and I can find no reason to believe that they 
are otherwise than absolutely correct and made at the 
time by himself.

COMMISSIONER'S OFFICE, 


I am in receipt of advice from the 
Agent at Broadview to the effect that sixteen 

batteries of the lighting plant at the Cowessess 
Residential School require replacing before winter 
sets in. The batteries are described as 32 volt, 
160 ampere. The Reverend Principal states that he 
has had Exide, Globelite and Delco batteries and he 
finds the Delco are the best. I shall be glad to 
receive authority to renew the batteries at this 
school. 


The Agent also furnishes & long list 
of water pipes and connections which are required to 
put the plumbing at this building in serviceable con- 
dition. Following some trouble lately with the water 
supply in the pipes, it was found upon removing some 
of them in various parte of the building where there 
was no pressure that the inside of the pipes removed 
was completely filled with an accumulation of the 
mineral matter in the water. This accumulation is 
so hard that it is impossible to clean the pipes, and 
4t would appear that the only course 4s to install new 
pipes in that part of the plumbing through which the 
water will not flow. I shall be glad to receive an 
early reply from the Department authorizing both of 
the above expenditures, as the batteries and pipes 
should both be installed without delay.

A Sister is in charge of each room, and I be- 
lieve good progress is made. The children speaM out excep- 
tionally well and can be heard distinctly across the room. 
They read well and are able to express themselves when ques- 
tioned. Their work books are neat and splendid care is taken 
of all text books. The desks, although in use for years, are 
almost like new, and the rooms were q@ilean and very tidy. The 
children were awey for the Christmas holidays, but were back 
ready for school when it opened after the New Year. 

The children wSre well dressed and neat in appear- 
ance. They appeared exceptionally healthy and are undoubtedly 
well fed and well cared for. There was no sickness of any kind, 

The school throughout was spotlessly clean. The 
dormitories are well aired and tidy, and the beds neatly made. 
The bedding was clean, The children are supplied with nights 
robes. The doors léading to the fire escapes are not locked, 
and a button wired to the fire alarm is placed in each dorm 
itory. 

The fire escapes are in good condition: also the 
hose, Extinguishers are placed throughout the building and 
fire drill observedregularly. The water supply is fair and I 
found good pressure throughout the building. 

The girls are taught plain sewing and make not 
only their own clothes but also many garmenge for the boys. 


Thie department is well managed, and splendied work accomplished 


The kitchen is in 
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da The kitchen is in charge of a Sister and the 


girls learn plain cooking, pread making and butter making. 
This is a heavy department, but no one appears overworked. 

The laundry work is well done. The room is 
somewhat cremped, but well equipped. The drying room is 
above the laundry and very satisfactory. The drain from 
the laundry empties into a well some 4o feet away from the 
pbuilding. There is no @utiet from this well and unless 
baled out backs up on the laundry floor. This could be 
remedied by @ drain ffom the well to the river. 

The girls are taught to milk and during the 
spring and summer do considerable work in the garden. 

The boiler room is well arranged and all mach- 
inery is in splendid condition, The mechanic is @ first 
class man and thoroughly understands his work. 

The barns and outbuildings are in good repair 
and the yards tidy. At present the milk supply is low, but 
a number of cows will freshen within the next few weeks. The 
stock is ell well eared for and in fair flesh. 

Poultry is kept and a fair success made. The 
eggs are used for the children and staff. 

The dispensary is one of the neatest and best 
arranged I have inspected. All drugs are well looked after 
and kept locked to avoid any accident. 

The Reverend Father Carrier appears to be a good 


manager and is ably assisted by a well qualified staff.

Reverem Father Carriere, Principal of 
the Cowessess Residential School, came in to see me recently 
and informed me that the laundry floor in the school became 
in such poor condition, owing to the presence of a cess-pool 
underneath it that he had to take immediate steps to have it 
repaired. 


It appears that there was a well or cess- 
pool under the laundry which was pumped out daily. The 
Public Health Officer condemned this cess-pool and ordered 
it to be filled up, as it was liable to contaminate the 
water supply. I understand that owing to its presence the 
sewage backed up, smelt bad, and was a menace to the health 
of the children. The Reverend Father has had the floor 
repaired, the well filled up, and has installed a drainage 
system at a cost of $51.00, and has asked me if I will 
present the matter to the Department with a view to receiv- 
ing a refund of the amount he has expended. It appears to 
me that this is a request deserving of favorable consider- 
ation.

I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 9th instent, regarding the condition of the 
podler at the Cowessese Indian Residential School and 
enclosing an account in payment of an inspection made 
July 16, 1931, by the provincial Boiler Inspector. 


In thie connection I have to say that the 
Department paid an account of $3.00 for the inspection 
of the H. R. T. Boiler and $5.00 for the Locomotive 
stationery boiler, following « visit of the Provincial 
Boiler Inepector on June 17, 1931, and an account of 
$8.00 was again paid for the inspection of these boilers 
on June 15, 1932. On the certificate of inspection, it 
was stated that these boilers were found to be in fair 
condition. 


No report has been received of any inspection 
made during the present summer. By official letter of 
July 31, 1931, you were authorized to incur an expend 
iture of $100 in carrying out urgent repairs, and an 
account covering this work was forwarded and paid the 
Melville Machine Worke and Garage, Melville, Sask. 


It is noted that you have arranged to have 
the steam Boiler Inspector visit the school and examine 
the boiler. After this has been done, you should for- 
werd to the Department the Inspector's report on the 
condition of the boilers. If any repairs sre necessary, 
you should give an estimate of the cost. I may add 
that our funds are extremely limited, and no amount has 
been specially provided for either repairing the present 
boilers or supplying new equipment.

Before the 
Same was discovered the fire had jumped from the granary 
to the implement shed and toth were tmrning freely before 
we commenced using the fire extinguishers on the fire. 


The flame was mounting fully ten feet high tut with the 
use of five 2) gallon Foamite Extinguishers the fire was 
Soon under control and within half an hour was completely 
extinguished. One end of the Implement Shed was badly tamed 
and the floor of the small granary was considerably damaged. 


The Department will not be asked to pay for any repairs 
in this connection. There is no doubt that only the promptuse 
of very efficient extinguishers saved a great lose of property. 


On investigating the cause of the fire there seens to be 
no doubt that it originated from the taming of grass in the 
Indian Cemetary which forms part of the school grounds. This grass 
was burned early in the morning before my arrival at the school 
and there was no sign of fire when we went to the besement for lunch 
at 12 O'clock tut I am sure that some Sparks from the burning grase 
had blow under the granaryy ( which was on 8" skids ) where it had 
smoulldered in some long grass and eventually been fanned into a 
flame by the high wind which was then blowing. The Lay Brother who 
was in charge of the work stated that there was no fire in sight 
then he went to lunch wavertheless I feel there is no doubt that 
Some *parks blew under the granary unknown to him. 


Having seen the good work which these extinguishers perfom 
I wuld suggest that at least one should be placed in each dwelling 
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dwelling 

of this Agency a6 I am sure that the agent's residence which 
warned here a year ago could have been saved by proper use of 
2 FYoemite Etinguisiers. 


1 have daktructed the Revd. Principal to have his empty 
extinguishers immediately refilled as we emptied practically all 
the good ones in the school and there wae no time to wait for 
Departmental Authori ty.fo have them refilled.

I have your letter of the 17th instant, 
reporting a fire which occurred in the granary ad- 
joining the large implement shed at the Cowessess 
Indian Residential School. In this connection it is 
noted that the fire was brought under control. The 
loss incurred to the shed and granary ie regretted. 
It ie noted, further, that the Department will not 
be called upon to pay for making the repairs. 


Your action in instructing the Prin- 
cipal to have the empty fire extinguishers immediately 
refilled is approved. The Principal should see that 
these extinguishers are placed in a satisfactory con- 
dition, ready for immediate use, if required. Please 
forward an account, in triplicate, properly certified, 
covering the expenditure incurred in the purchase of 
the refills. 


I have noted your suggestion, that an 
extinguisher be placed in each dwelling in your agency. 
No doubt, this would be of great value in case of fire. 
However, owing to the cost involved in the supplying 
and upkeep of the extinguishers, the Department will 
be unable to consider providing this equipment. If 


you consider that there is need for a few more exting- 
uishere for use in connection with the Cowessess Indian 
Residential School, the Department might be prepared to 
supply same. However, when the extinguishers on hand 
are refilled and placed in good condition, there 

should be an ample supply to meet requiremente.

Before the Department could favourably consider 
authorizing purehase of the boiler from the Sakimay Band, we 
would need to be advised whether another boiler would be re- 
quired by the Band for threshing purposes next year. If so, 
we would not be prepared to approve of this purchase for 
school use, as the Department would be unable to arrange for 
supplying a new boiler for band purposes next year, to re- 
place the present one, if purchased for school use. 


It is noted, from your letter of August 18th, last, 
that the Band requests $200 for the boiler and that the cost 
of installation would be approximately $75. While the urgent 
need for this equipment at the school is noted, I regret that 
it may not be possible to provide the funds required from our 
Appropriation for the current fiscal year to purchase and 


install the boiler, in the event that it would not be required 
for future use by the Sakimay Band for threshing purposes.

The Department, there- 
fore, approves of this boiler being obtained from the Band 
at the price of $200.00; this amount to be placed to the 
credit of the funds of the Band. It may be possible to 
provide the cost of this boiler from our Appropriation for 
Indian Education for the current fiscal year but, if not, 
payment will be made to the Band Funds out of the 1954-35 
Appropriation.

Sir:- 


I beg to inform the bepartment thet I have 
had a complaint from the Reverend Principal of the Cowessess 
Indian Residential School in the Crooked Lakes Agency to the 
effect that their low pressure boiler which is used for heating 
purposes is completely worn out. 


fhis boiler was installed thirty years ago. It 
was manufactured by the Brandon Machine Works who are now not 
in business. I have today had an interview with Mr. George 
praayer, Steam soiler Inspector for the Department of Labour, 
Railways, etc., Saskatchewan. He informs me that he has 
examined this boiler thoroughly and it is his opinion that it 
would be a waste of money to attempt to repair it. It requires 
eighty 3" flues, 12 feet long, and in the Inspector's opinion 
the shell of the boiler is so badly eaten that it would be a 
waste of money to reflue it. At the present time they are 
using a high pressure threshing engine boiler, tut this boiler 
has not sufficient capacity to heat the building aiming cold 
weather. The engineer has to be constantly on hand in the 
boiler room while it is being operated. 


fhe Prineipal is very anxious to get his heating 
unit in proper shape at the earliest possible date, as the cold 
weather may start in at any time now. I have consulted Messrs. 
Potts and Miller, Plumbers of this City, with regard to the 
price of a suitable heating boiler and they quote a price of 
$1,620.00 F.0.B. Broadview for anInglis boiler made in Toronto, 
7700 feet radiator capacity. Added to this would be the cost 
of transporting the boiler about twenty miles from Broadview

They offer it to us for $1,000.00 on car at 
Regina. Mr. Draayer, the Boiler Inspector, tells me that 
the boiler is as good as new and would heat a much larger 
building than the school in guestion. Added to their offer 
would be transportation from Regina to the school and the 
installation as well, which would be about the same as the 
cost of installing the low pressure boiler. 


I shall be glad to have the Department give 
this matter consideration and advise me of the action it is 
proposed will be taken.

I found that during the recent co lad snap the 
pipes had burst in their store rooms, as well as their hot 
water heating tank, and it is imperative that repairs be made 
at once in order that the school building may be properly heated. 


As previously reported, the low pressure boiler 
which has been in operation for over thirty years was condemned 
by the boiler inspector and is not in usee They have been 
endeavoring to heat the building with a high pressure steam 
threshing boiler, which is installed for the purpose of generat- 
ing power to run their leundry equipment, etc. ‘the boiler at 
times has @ pressure of 80 pouncs of steam and in order to 
utilize it for heating purposes, it has been found necessary 
to get a reducing valve between the boiler and the radiation 
system to allow not more than a maximum of 15 pounds of steam 
to en@er the radiation system. It has been found impossible to 
operate this boiler with sufficient steam to heat the building, 
in as much as the condensed steam returning to the boiler from 
the radiation system is at @ much lower pressure than the pressure 
in the boiler. It is therefore necessary to at once install 
either a steam pump to force the return into the boiler, or have 
the return discharged into an open tank and injected from there 
into the boiler, in order to keep the system operating.

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I have today taken the matter up with heating 
engineers here and they are of the opinion that by installing 
a_trap to prevent the live steam from returning to the open 
tank and allowing the condensed steam only to return and by 
providing an_additional injector to keep up the water supply 
in the boiler, the system can be made to function although it 
will require more or less constant attention. 


The Reverend Principal has obtained a reducing 
valve at a cost of $25.00. ‘he cost of the trap, injector, 
necessary pipe, and valves to complete the system including 4 
new hot water tank is estimated at the outside to cost not more 
than $150.00. If a steam pump had to be installed, it would 
cost twice that amount to put the system in proper shape to 
heat the building. This is _a Government owned school. As it 
is imperative that the Fepairs be mide at once in order to 
render the school habitable, I have asked the Reverend Principal 
if he will take care of the expense should there be no funds 
available. ‘MThe Engineer from the school is coming in this 
afternoon and we will, decide exactly what will be necessary 
in order to put the fos fin working order. I would be gled 
to have your authority to issue vouchers covering this expendi- 
turee It is an emergency which was not antiehpated until the 
real cold weather arrived and it was found that the high pressure 
boiler without the aforementioned attachment could not be 
utilized to heat the building properly.

I*beg to advise the Department that the 
question of replacing the boiler for heating the main build- 
ing of the Vowessess Kesidential School has again been 
raised by the Principal. 


As reported to you last November the old boiler 
which has been in operation for over thirty years is in such 
a condition as to be unsafe to operate and not worth repairing. 
fhe shell of the boiler is so badly eaten that even if it 
were repaired it could not be expected to last for any length 
of time and the expenciture of repairing it would not be 
justified. As reported to you in my letter referred to, lL 
obtained a quotation from Messrs. Potts end Miller Limited 
of this vity of $1,620.00 F.0.B. Broadview for an inglis 
boiler, 7700 feet radiator capacity. The boiler would have 
to be hauled a distance of about twenty miles from Broadview 
to the school and there would be the labour in connection with 
its installation. ‘he outside estimate of the cost would be 
about $2,500.00, but it mirht be done for less. During the 
past winter the building was heated with 4 high pressure 
threshing boiler, but this system aid not prove at all satis- 
factory and the school was not properly heated. It would 
appear advisable and very necessary that a proper heating 
unit should be installed at this school.

Mr. Inspector 
Murison, Regina, had a Steam Boiler Inspector for the 
Department of Labour, Railways, etc., Saskatchewan, 
examine the boiler, and it is the opinion of the In- 
spector that it would be a waste of money to attempt to 
repair it. This boiler gave out last winter, and the 
building was heated with a high pressure threshing boiler, 
which was unsatisfactory, as the building was not prop- 
erly heated. 


Mr. Inspector Murison obtained, from Messrs. 
Potts & Miller, Limited, Regina, a quotation of $1,620, 
f. Oo. b. Broadview, Sask., for an Inglis boiler, 7700 ft. 

The boiler would have to be hauled 
a distance of about 20 miles from Broadview to the 
school and there would be labour in connection with its 
installation. The outside estimate of the cost would 
be about $2,500, and it might be done for less.

It has also been found that there is faulty instal- 
lation in connection with this main which should be chenged 
to get the most efficient service. ‘these matters are mentioned 
in the quotations of Messrs. potts & Miller and N.B. Roantree 
co. Ltd. 


In order to heat the school building only @ 
boiler with 2800 sq- ft. capacity is required. If the 
School and the Church are both to be heated it would require 
a boiler of 4800 sq- ft. capacity. I am submitting quotations 
from the different firms on both installations. ‘the firms 
are quoting on boilers which they handle with the closest 
net capacity to the boiler specified by me when inviting 
them to submit prices.

The 
new barn ie required for cattle, as they keep a large herd 
at this school. The present facilities are inadequate, and 
there ia no doubt that a new barn ie required. 


Ne funmde are provided in the Appropriation 
for the current fiscal year to cover the coset of erecting 
& new barm. when prepering our betimates for the coming 
fiseal year, consideration could be given to ine luding an 
item to cover the amount required for thie purpose. I would 
Guggest thet your correspondent be informed accordingly.

On June 12 last you wrote to Rev. Father Chatelain, 
Principal of the Marieval School, to the effect that the sum of 
$750.00 had been voted for his School. This money was to be 
used for the payment of the following repairs: 


Paint for the walls and ceilings of two dormitories. 
Varnish for up and downstairs halls also paint for seven 
staff rooms and pharmacy. 

Plaster to be renewed on the three walls only of the boys 
play room, burlap around the base to a height of 5 feet. 
300 ft V.Joint fir for partition to the parlour. 
Chimneys of the school to be cleaned. 


I am to-day in receipt of a letter from Father 
Chatelain stating that these improvements have been made and 
that the total amount spent was $409.01; all the labor in 
connection with the work was paid for by the Principal. 
As the sum of $750.00 was voted and as only above amount was 
spent, there is still to the credit of the Marieval School the 
sum of $340.99. 


The kitchen range is completely worn; would it not 
be possible to supply tne School with a new range out of the 
1936 Vote. A few cupboards should be provided for the class-~- 
rooms also, and three doors leading to the fire escapesin the 
dormitories. As far as the cupboards and doors are concerned 
you may supply materials only as the Principal will pay all 
labor. 

{he Marieval School has received very little tnese 
last several years in the way of interior improvements, and I 
hope that you will comply with the Principal's request in this 
particular case.

I beg to advise that a new boiler was installed 
for the furnace at the Cowessess Indian Residential 
School, in Aug.1935, at that time those installing it 
although they advised it, claimed that their contract 
aid not cover the placing asbestos around the main heat 

from the furnace to the building, The pipe was left 
bare ani while the Principal of the school at that time 
stated that his engineer could do this work and would 
éo it if the Department would supply the necessary 
material, the necessary authority was not obtained at 
that time. For Paste asbestos the estimated cost to cover 
a 5 in. pipe 70 feet in length was $ 75. 


During the recent cold spell the Principal had fruit jars 
broken from frost and vegetables frozen to the approximate 
value of $ 90. due to the fact that a great deal of the 
heat is lost in coming from the furnace to the main build- 
ing, a distance of almost 70 feet, through this bare pipe. 


The Principal thinks that the cost of § 75. formerly est- 
imated for paste asbestos could be reduced somewhat by the 
use of asbestos paper covering held tight by brass bind- 

ey The school staff could do the work in connection there- 

with if the Department would furné#h the material. 


In the face of your recent letter regarding this school the 
Principal feels loath to bring this to your attention but 
also feels that with cold weather, this conditiog will be 
aggravated throughout the winter.

Following up complaints fmom the Reverend Principal 
of the Cowessess Indian Residential School regarding the 


sewage disposal system, I beg to advise that one of the 
engineers of the Department of Public Health inspected the 
system and reports as follows,-~ 

Apparently defects in the 
plumbing system have existed for some time and I am in- 


formed that the trap on one of the bath-tub masses, on the 
second floor, syphons when the water closet alongside is 
flushed which permits a strong odour to permeate the build- 
ing. Also the sewage at times backs up into the laundry 
although the laundry floor is about 18 inches above the 
rest of the basement. Very strong and obnoxious odours 
result whenever the sewage backs up. 

It appears to me that the reason for the syphoning of the 
bathtub trap is due to improper venting or else some block- 
age has occured since installation was made. The backing 
up of the laundry sewer appears to be due to blockage in 
the drain at some point between the laund:y and the septic 
tank as there is no complaint of other fixtures on this 
drain giving trouble. It is probable that the blockage is 
between the laundry room and the first clean out. It is 
possible that the backing up of the sewage is due to a 
clogging of the outfall pipe from the septic tank although 
in this case, all drains would be expected to back up. 
There are three main drains from the building to thé septic 
tank. It is probable that there are no basement connections 
to the other two drains so that a backing up would not be 
noticed. 

In order to adjust the difficulty it will be necessary for 
a plumber to ckeck up on the installation, especially the 
venting at the units where syphonage takes place and prob- 
ably rodding the various drains to remove any blockage which 


may have taken place.

In connection with tumber, The Rev.Principal asks if he can 
purchase the lumber from the Paget Mills Arran, Sask. and 
he will haul it with his own truck. He states that he can 
buy it at about half of the price.

on the Swan River and they sell lumber at a greatly reduced 
price on their location there, 


The present engine for the light plant is almost completely 
done, This is a 32 volt plant which does not generate suff- 
icient watts for th®er needs and as a result has to do 
overtime almost each day.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 7th 
instant forwarding a list of repairs and improvements 
requested by the Principal of the Cowessess Indian 
Residential School. 


In preparing our appropriation for the present 
fiseal year it was not possible to provide the funds 
that would be required for the erection of a new barn. 
We only were able to inelude an item of $360.00 for 
repairs, improvements and purchase of new equipment at 
the Coressess School. Out of this amount we will heve 
to deduct the payment for the dough mixer. 


The present set up of our Vote makes it extremely 
aifficult to provide funds in any case where no amount 
has been specifically provided. tlowever, it may be 
possible to supply the lumber for the repairs to the 
barn the cost of which you estimate at $150.00.

It is with respect to the fire hazard at night in 
four of our Schools. They are Sandy Bay, Yan., Round Lake 
and Cowes ses of Broadview, Sask., ond lastly and especially 
Hobbema « In any of these institutions, should I sleep 
ere, always have the flash-light, overcoat, socks and 

gloves available and repared for a sudden dive into the 
winter night. This fear in these four places certainly has 
not become an obsession but it has startec to bother my 
conscience. 


I know how foolish it would be in these hard times 
to imagine that funds are available for proper reconstruction. 
But is it not possible to get proper escape apparatus installed. 
Every second for evacuation time must be conserved. I am not 
frightened so meh of the flames at night but I am fearful 
of the superheated gases developing and flooding the halls. 
Only a partial lung-ful of this and a person is out. All the 
fire fighting equipment possible will not avail such a case. 
That was my experience years ago at the Royal Victoria in 
Montreal when we had that terrible movie fire which took 80 
many children. It was not the flames, as I recollect, none 
were even scorched. 


My belief is that this problem can be solved in 
preparing proper escapes. Teed poles of iron, narrow snow or 


ice filled metal stairs on the outside possibly open to 4 
wall of flames from some window it passes will only add to 
the panic at night. Poor lighting over these meager affairs 
will not essist. 


The panic in the children when a real fire does 
break will be stupendous. The stoical Indian in such case 
is a figment on the part of certain populer authors. 


Dont be sore at me, Phil., as I am prepared to lay 
a two to one bet up to 1 0 bucks that in case of such an 
eventuality in any of the four, happening in winter between 
ten at night and Sur in the morning, the mortality will 


exceed 
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thirty per cent. 


The ideal thing would be an inspection of each 
by an officer, like the Chief of the Montreal brigade, 
who has had plenty of experience dealihg with such instit- 
utional hazards. His first consideration would be to figure 
the route the fire end gases would take so that adequate 
methods and routes of escape can be instituted. Steel fire 
doors would undoubtedly be installed on each floor above 
the first. Steel tower-like escapes as on the Kent Street 
School at Ottawa would replace at strategic points the old 
dangerous poles and narrow steirs. Lists of pupils to 
utilize each escape would be posted at all times and each 
child's name checked from list as it passes by a responsible 
guerdian. Many of the children otherwise, in the event of 
a@ genuine alarm will, if not watched, take refuge in a 
clothes closet or under its bed. 


Night watehman was a step in the right direction 
but much can happen in the winter when he is ptinehihg in the 
outbuildings and barn and the time he returns to the school. 


Much as I hate to bring your attention to this 
whole question in these four places, please understand it is 


not done so with any sense of butting in. It is for these 
poor kiddies sake, many of whom one becomes attached 

in his duties. ease also, should any catastrophe arise, 
we all shall be seourged properly at any investigation 
especially at the hands of politically conscious lawyers who 
cynically will give little credit to those who really and 
truly have the fullest interests of these tots at heart.

I am in receipt of your letters of the 
22né and 27th ultimo with reference to a request that 
you have recently received from the Principal of the 
Cowessess Residential School for a new generator and 
new desks. 


In official letter of May 13 last you 
were advised that in preparing our appropriation for 
the current fiscal year it was found possible to 
inelude an item of $360.00 only for repairs, improve- 
ments and purchase of new equipment at the Cowessess 
Sehool. When the account for the dough mixer was 
paid there was on&y a balance of approximately $50.00. 


Since that time we have authorized 
$420.60 for repairs to the sewage system. Recently 
we received an account of $55.55 for general repairs 
and a cheque for this will go forward in the near 
future. You will note from the above that the 
Department has expended considerably more at this 
school during the current academic ar then was 
originally intended. Under these circumstances it 
is not possible to favourably consider purchesing the 
desks and generator at the present time.
